To the Editor, 
The “Hongkong Telegraph.” 


Sir,—I was astonished to read In 
the Manila and Hongkon#t Press com- 
plaints of certain British women who 
were among the first to be evacuated 
from Hongkong to Manila and I feel 
that, in fairness to the Fillpino people 
and the Amerlean Red Cross, and the 
U.S. Army authorities, they cull for 
a rejoinder. 

Being at present on a visit to the 
Philippines, where, I can assure you, 
1 have found a warm welcome and 
courtesy on all sides and having made 
a few: inquiries’ into the conditions 
under which evacuces have been 
tiving, L feel bound to say that the 
complaintd appear to be unjustified 
und entirely uncalled-for, 

-One realises how diMecult was the 
job undertaken by the American Red 
Cross and the U.S. Army authorlucs 
und one con well sympathise with 
them when they suddenly find them- 
selves the target of attack by those 
to whom they had extended a hand 
of friendship. Of course, human 
nuture isa funny thing and man (or 
wamnan) fs never satisfied. It would 
be most surprising Sf, among the 
several thousand evacuces brought to 
Manila, there were not n few dis- 
gruntled ones, and St is but natural 
that there should» be complaints. 
These, however, have caused a paine 
ful impression all round, especially 
among: the Filipino people, who, 
though innocent parties, feel that 
they have been unjustly assailed,

Made Fortune 


In Few Years. 


Walter Chrysler Dead 


GRBEATNECK, Long Island, 
Aug. 18 (UP).—Walter Chrys- 
ler, motor magnate and one of 
Amcrica’s richest men, died here 
to-day.aged 65 from cerebral 
haemorrhage, after a businss 
career which was an almost per- 
fect example of the American 
ideal. 

The son of a railway locomotive 
driver, young Chrysler went to work 
as a machinist’s apprentice In rall- 
way workshops for five cents u day,, 

At 33 he had become superinten- 
dant of motive power for one of the 
great American railroad companies 
and was alrendy-talked of os a 
coming railway executive. He was 
putin charge of American Locoino- 
tive Co., turned operating losses into 
profits in less than a ycar, 

But Chrysler’s mind was. already 
wandering fram locomotives towards 
the new transportation—nutomobiles. 
He had seen the potentialities of au- 
tomobiJe'manufacturing and when he 
was offered a post with the Bulck 
-organisation—__at.._half—his._rallway. 
salary he accepted at once. 

Inside a few years he had stepped 
up production from. 45 to §60.cars a 


ay. 

He did the same thing for the 
Willy's organisation oa few years 
later and then, in 10924, put on the 
market the first Chrysler car. It 
was an immediate success. 

When the Chrysler firm was ten 
years old its founder headed a tac- 
tory which turned out 750,000 cars 
a year. He had amassed, for him- 
self, one of America's finest fortunes. 

His success came largely from his 
technical. knowledge. He wos an 
engincer building cars, net a banker 
producing revenue. He could, at 
need, hove. performed the duties of 
any executive or workman in his 
whole plant.
